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l think I may have determined that my husband's parents, now deceased, were 
probably about fourth cousins or so from a common ALLRED ancestor and did 

not know about the relationship. The two lines connected when his parents 

married in Trinity Co., Texas, in 1914. However there is some conflict in 

the Allred generations. 

The ODELL-ALLRED connection seems to have migrated from Randolph Co., North 
Carolina, after 1830 to DeKalb Co., Georgia, by 1840, and to Randolph Co., 
Alabama, by about 1845. 


The ALLRED-COWART connection seems to have migrated from Northumberland Co., 
Va., to Guilford/Randolph Co., North Carolina, to Barnwell District, South 


Carolina, to Clakre Co., Ga., to Mississippi, and then back to Georgia and 
then to Little Oak, Pike Co., Ala. 


Thave family group sheets from another ODELL researcher who now lives in 
Florida and from another ALLRED researcher here in Texas. That I should be 
so lucky on my own Imes!!! Ido not know which 1s harder, checking somebody 
else's research or diggin it all out on my own from scratch!!! 


There is a DAR lineage established for Nehemiah Odell for service in the 
North Carolina Milttia.
